The murder of Mr. A. B. Chinn and 
probably o{ his son, Asa, is anothi 
one of those horrors that occur here 
with roUglous porldoclty 
tiniiG to opcnr until tlip 
to Bulistituto mdrals for 

Mr. Chinn and his whole family 
were members of the Christian 
(CampbeUlte) church. 

He was on« of the n 
men I erer knew, end, largeljr u ex- 
pressive of our' appreciation of him, 
my wife and I have patronized him in 
his business — dry goods — nearly all of 
our married lives. 

He was murdered in his bed, In tho 
night, by professional burglars, gangs 
of whom, with base men and base 
men, are Invited to Lexington every 
year by tho horso races. 

Mr. Asa Chinn, one of the most pop- 
plar men in our young society was 
shot three times as he ran bravely to 
the defense of his parents and shot 
one of the burglars so as to result 
In the capture of both of them. 

This awful calamity ought to have 
Its good effect upon our people 
It will not. They will go on, Just 
same, substituting religion for good 
■enae and good moral*. 

From tine Immemorial the Lexing- 
ton meae hare been a eouroe of great 
demoralization, but strangely, though 
fortunately, the Interest in them had 
begun to flag when a young Epis- 
copal preacher. Dean Baker P. Lee, 
came to Lexington, with all the af- 
fection of English anobbery and Epis- 
copacy, and hj li> word! and hia 
money, both troflveted the p*- 
pers. gave to hoiM rwrinc here inch 
a new impetus as to make It a kind 
of annex of the Episcopal church. 

The only family of influence and 
wealth and cultare in my neighbor- 
hood, who are religious are Episco- 
palians and both sexes of it attend 
the races with no more thought of 
Its moral Impropriety than they feel 
going to Dean Lee's "cathedral."

It can only be by lotiK and tedious 
and patient lahiir an<l education thai 
we can Influence these people and 
this is what we are sucoessfully do- 
ing. 

Stni, fntemallr, among religious 
people there are many who, in their 
practical lives, are good people, Just 
as we have, among Infldels, men who 

are bad people. 

It would seem that plain common 
sense and the same Judgment that 
influence these iii'ople In other affairs 
in life, wotild teach them the sllllnesti 
of their religion but they go on from 
■■■ yt^ar ta r agil Keaij ration to (gen- 
eration like "the heathen In their 
blindness bow down i 
stone."

BARRED PROM THE NEBRASKA 
SCHOOLS BY THE SUPREME 
COURT OBCIWON. 

Lincoln. Neb., Oct. 10.— The BUte 
Supreme Court has handed down a 

decision forbidding the reading in 
the public schools of the Bible or the 
singing of such songs as "Nearer, My 

God, to Thee." 

The decision Is: "Exercises by a 
teacher in a public school, in a school 
building In school hours and in the 
presence of the pupils, consisting of 
reading of passages from the Bi- 
ble and In the singing of songs and 
hymns and offering prayer to the 
^elty In accordance with the doc- 
rines. beliefs, customs or usages of 
;eetarlan churches or religious or- 
ganizations, are forbidden by the 
constitution of the State." 

Tho • action was one brought by 
Daniel Freeman, aa Atheist, who 
holds the hoaer of being the Brst 
homesteader in the United States. 
Freeman maintained that the St. 
.lames Bible is not a correct transla- 
ti(m of the Scripture, but w,^s a ver- 
sion, specially made for tlie Church 
of England; that it con'ains much 
that is unflt to read aloud, and being 
part of the Christian religion Is 
therefore sectarian.
